DEATH ON THE LAKE. 


Further News From Saturday 


Nlghf B Oreat Storm. 


THE WRECK OF THE DEfiH RICH10XD 


As Described by the Sole Burvlvor— 


Many Other Vessel* Driven Ashore 


•ad Wrecked With Long 


Llsu of Deaths. 


*he Wnok ot th* Wookken with Thir- 


teen Victims. 


BUFFALO, N T., Oct. 16— Thirteen 


more victims have been added to the al- 
ready long- U»t of fatalities reuniting 
from the terrific northwest gale that 
swept the great lakes Saturday and 
Sunday last. 
It is now deOnltely 


known that the steamer Wcckken, of 
Cleveland, foundered in tan fathoms of 
water just above Long Point, on the 
northern coast of Lake Erie, in the re- 
cent storm, carrying with her all but 
three of her crew 


The last few weeks of the naviga- 


tion season of 18»S will live long in the 
memory of the lake mariners, for no 
•uoh awful list of fatalities has been 
known in shipping circlet for a decade 
as the one to which additions are be- 
ing made dally, as report, come in giv- 
ing details of the terrific gale that 
swept the inland seas steadily for 
more than forty-eight hours at the 
close of last week 


The story of the fate of the Dean 


Richmond in Lajce Erie and the Min- 
nehaha in Lake Miohig&A is supple- 
mented by the news of the loss of one 
or two lives from a number of vessels 
composing the lake fleet, and now 
comes the loss of the Wooklcen with its 
human freight. 


It is too early to estimate the money 


loss by the sinking of small craft at 
various points in the chain of great 
lakes from Duluth to the mouth of the 
St Lawrence 


All in-coming vessels ara minus part 


of their rigging, are badly stove in, or 
otherwise show marks of their terrible 
experience with the wind and heavy 
seas 
The Wockken was bound from 


Ashtabnla to Duluth with a cargo 
of coaL She sailed on Friday, on 
the eve of the great ntorm, from 
near the starting point of the ill-fated 
Dean Richmond and must have en- 
countered the storm at the height ot 
ts severity while making for shelter, 
aswas the case with tho Richmond. 
Jong Point on the north shore of Lake 
2rle was the haven sought by both 
vessels, but both became prey to the 
dangerous coast along that part of the 
'anadian border. The Wockken made 
her way to Brie with safety 
There 


he picked up her consort, the Jos 
>aige, and proceeded up the lake 
The vessel had proceeded well out into 
he lake before she was struck by the 
torm 
She faced the gale and pre- 


pared for the battle for life 


After she had been swept fore and 
ft by the tremendous seas, and had 
wen almost dismantled, Capt Mes- 
wald saw that further efforts to com- 


,t the storm were useless. His boat 


was being rapidly torn to pieces, and 
.he only hope was to seek the protoo- 
ion of Long Point The sea was too 
tuch for her, and it was soon found 


necessary to drop the Paige. The ves- 
sels had clung together In the hope 
hat if either must succumb the other 
ight prove the means of saving the 
ives of both crews It was only as a 
ast resort that the hawser was cut, 
and each set out with grave misgivings 
to make the fight for itself 


The Paige Jrad thus far weathered 
he gale much better than the steam- 
r, and having the advantage of posi- 
lon rode westward with the storm 


id found safety behind Long Point 


with all canvas gone. 


The Wockken was not so fortunate 
.er fight had been made, and although 
he righted for a time after the con- 
ort had been cut loose, her rigging 
was gone and her hull had been badly 


prung as she buffeted the heavy seas. 


"'he hatches were next to go, and as 


tie rapidly filled, the last hope of the 
espairing crew vanished 
Each made 


reparations to save himself. 
Life 


we had had good luck we would have 
weathered the storm and been safe In 
port at Buffalo at thla minute. We 
tried to get into Brie harbor bat could 
not on account of the ehoppy sea, and 
then Capt. Stoddard decided to make 
the run to Buffalo if he could. We 
were not in very bad shape then, al- 
though we were badly wrenched by 
the heavy seas which struck us, it 
seemed from every side 


"About S p, m.. after matters had 


grown worse, right along, we sighted 
a couple of steamers. They were quite 
a distance away, but we signaled them 
for assistance. They either did not see 
us or could not get to us, for they went 
along, .fighting their way into the 
storm, headed towards Buffalo. 


"The waves ran over our decks, and 


everything which was movable was 
swept overboard, the captain's wife 
and children were locked up in the 
cabin for safety'* sake, and the crew 
was working for their livec OB deck. 


"An hour later we had lost a mast 


and smoke-stack. Then we continued 
to drift along at the mercy of the wind 
and waves. About 7 o'clock in the 
evening the wheel-house waa washed 
away, the rudder and wheel were 
broken and we were badly crippled 
We were then about fifteen miles from 
shore, and after considerable work 
managed to set the rudder so we could 
make Fort Hespere 


"The captain had made up his mind 


to run for shore and beach his vessel. 
He made fair headway with a hard 
fight, and I began to get things ready 
to get out in the yawl boot- with the 
captain's wife and children. I went 
back to the captain, and jnst before I 
reached him a big wave struck us and 
I was carried overboard. 


"This must have been about 11 


o'clock 
I gave myself up for lost when 


I found myself in the water. I kept 
myself*'in sight of the Richmond's 
lights for some time, and saw her 
drifting in the lake, turning .and 
twisting in every direction. Then I 
lost consciousness and did not know 
anything until I found myself lying on 
the beach near a town which I found 
out was Silver Creek. When I came 
to myself I went into the town. 
I had some money with me and 
got something to eat, found 
out 


where I was, and then came here to 
learn what had become of the steamer. 
I beard this morning that she had gone 
down and then I came over here and 
tried to find the boat and dog." 


Clarke insisted on continuing hie 


search for hhrpet, and a mile or two up 
the ahdre an overturned yawl from the 
Richmond was found. Clarke saw it, 
jumped forward and threw it over.
